Tax Measures 


Las Lomitas District schools 
got a solid shot in the arm 
Tuesday with overwhelming 
passage of a $1,300,000 bond 
proposal and a 3-1 approval of 
a $3.40 maximum permissive 


| tax rate. 


About 32 per cent of the dis- 
trict’s registered voters turned 
the election, results of 
which caught school officials 
with some astonishment. 

Approval of the bond auth- 
orization clears the way for 
a Las Lomitas building pro- 
gram which will add a fourth 
scheol and other classroom 
facilities to the district by 

1970. 

School Superintendent Law- 
rence Fuller sair that, although 
he had anticipated success, 
“the extent of support came as 
a real surprise to me.” 

“Primiraly, the vote demon- 
strates that the community has 
a lot of confidence in the trus- 
tees and the way they are con- 
ducting the district,” he con- 
tinued. “And it also indicates 
a general satisfaction with 
what the schools are attempt- 


ing to do.” 

Fuller paointed out that in 
times like these, when sur- 
rounding school tax and bond 


measures often fall by the way- 
side, the Las Lomitas vote 
especially gratifying. 

In the total 1301 votes 
cast, the bond measure pass- 
ed 895-375, receiving 145 
more than the two-thirds 
needed. The tax proposal 
won handily with 920 in fa- 
vor and 358 against. 

Approval of the tax puts the 
district’s permanent maximum 
rate at $3.40. The district 
presently taxing at a base rate 
of $3.07 

Business Ma 
Olsen advised that 
bond money will suffice the 
district’s needs for the next 
seven to 10 years. The schools 
will be able to borrow $80,000 
of the total by the end of this 
year. 

The school trustees have not 
yet committed themselves to a 
building schedule, desiring 
flexibility in meeting the dis- 
trict’s needs between now and 
1970.

; But as we hail the new era, we can’t walk away from 
the old without a passing sentimental thought about that 
grinding, clanking, cantankerous old press that has served 
us, as well as it could, since 1951. 

The old Duplex, just during her years in Menlo Park, 
has printed something like 12 million newspaper copies. 
How many she pinted in how many other plants before

she came here we can never know. 

And how many newspapers she will print in other 
plants for how long into the future we do not know either. 
But there’s life in the old girl yet! 

They build good machinery today; it’s built in keep- 
ing with the spirit of the times, with a functional look about 
it, with all kinds of gadgets to make it easier for operators

Why Newspapering, Anyhow? | 


If all goes as planned, this 
will be the last issue of the Re- 
corder to be produced on this 
press and the old, familiar for- 
mat which has characterized 
the paper for the past decade 
will become a thing of the past. 

Hopefully, the paper’s new 
$120,000 offset press will be in 
operation next week, allowing 
a greater versatility in use of 


pictures and makeup, better 
product insofar as printing 
quality is concerned, and a 


standard, modern-size page. 
The reader might wonder 
what, in the operation of a 
weekly newspaper, justifies 
such an item of capital out- 
lay. And he might also won- 
der what importance a small 
newspaper has in the com- 
munity, that makes its pub- 
lishers think its continued 
operation is socially and po- 


litically valuable. 

Newspapermen wonder 
about these things, too. 

The economics of newspaper- 
ing, to be sure, are fearful and 
wonerful to behold. With news- 
print and laber costs on one 
side and highly competitive ad- 
vertising rates on the other, 
the profit margin is relatively 
modest considering the dollar 
volume of business that has to 
be done. 

The number of mergers and 
suspensions of metropolitan 
dailies which have been noted 
during the past decade might 
lead the reader to suspect that 
the business is not a particular- 
ly healthy one, but the mer- 
gers and suspensions haven't 
actually been among the small- 
e€y papers

more than holding their own 
but even so, an investor could 
probably do. a lot letter if he 
invested his money in some- 
thing other than a newspaper. 

Why, then, do people stay in 
the business? 

First, a weekly or small 
daily newspaper of the type 
that describes itself as a 
“community” newspaper has 
to do two things: It has to 
present on accurate, current 
report of what’s going on in 
the community, and it has to 
to provide a running record 
of history. 

The “community” newspa- 
perman thinks that performing 
these functions is socially and 
politically valuable. 

He thinks that people would 
lose contact with persons of 
like interests, if the doings of 
the area’s various social and

service clubs went unpubliciz- 
ed. He thinks also his commu- 
nity’s political entities weuld 
either shrivel from lack of in- 
terest, or be taken over by cor- 
rupt and unchallenged individ- 
uals, if not subjected to publi- 
city. 

Concerning the providing of 
a record of history, it should 
be pointed out that this is not 
just something of interest to 
people of a special interest 
group. 

Time and again newspa- 
pers have called attention to 
old ordinances, decisions 
which otherwise would be 
“buried in the minutes,” and 

precedents and traditions of 
value in shaping the charac- 
ter of a community. 

Some of this news, of course. 
is pretty pallid stuff insofar as 
entertainment potential is con- 
cerned, but it’s pretty import- 
ant in many cases. 

A zoning change, for in- 
stance, or a new industry com- 
ing to town might well affect 
the pocketbooks and futures of 
hundreds of people, whereas 
the more readable and enter- 
taining “police blotter’ news 
might influence only a few. 

The “community” newspa- 
perman tries to cover the po- 
lice news, too, for it also is a 
part of that record of history. 
3ut over-dramatizing or sensa- 
tionalizing it out of proportion 
is something he tries to avoid. 

There’s the matter of main- 
taining balance, too. 

In a community such as Men 
lo Park, there are scores of 
women’s groups which are ac- 
tive in a variety of good works 
projects, as well as special in- 
terest groups which meet reg- 
ularly so the members can 
share experiences and ex- 
change knowledge. 

It behooves a newspaper in 
such a community to devote 
more space to the doings of 
these groups than would be the 


case in most other communi- 
ties. 
Sports and athletics, too, 


should be reported in keeping 
with the importance in which 
the community holds them. 
The hundreds of boys who turn 
out for after-school athletics 
here each year indicates there 
is considerable interest in 
sports here. This interest is 
confirmed by the way the tel- 
ephone rings whenever the 
sports editor botches up the 
score of a Little League game. 


_ Keeping the ideals in | mind 


and getting out a paper every 

week at the same time isn’t al- 

ways easy; amounts of news 

available in the various eate- 

gories to be covered doesn’t al- 

ways appear in convenient 

amounts or well-organized lev- - 
els of importance. 

This is probably what keeps 
the community newspaperman 
on the job. It’s fun to be able 
to try to put out a paper that 
reflects the character of the 
community, record its history, 
and tell what’s going on. 


30 Years Ago: 
Firemen Here

cates which will be signed by 
State Fire Marshal J. W. Ste- 
vens... 

It is understood that more 
than 200 members of the vari- 
ous Peninsula fire departments 
will enroll in the course, which 
was at first only planned for 
members of the local depart- 
ment, but was later expanded 
owing to the demand for in- 
struction along these lines. 


Tax Collection Is ‘Bargain’ in hi

The county board of super- 
visors has taken steps to intro- 
duce legislation in Sacramento 
next spring that would allow 
this and other counties to pro 
vide FREE assessing and tax 
collecting services to cities. 

Only five municipalities in 
San Mateo county continue to 
do their own assessing and tax 
collecting, and two of these are 
now making plans to turn this 
work over to the county

Stallings points out that the 
charge for this service is very 
small. Last year, for in- 
stance, the county took out 
as fees only $14,902.74 from 
all cities that take advantage 
of this service. 

The charge is based on one 
per cent for the first $25,000 
and one-fourth of one per cent 
of all sums over that amount.
